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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 17 is allowed because the prior art individually or in combination does not teach a 

metal cooling element firmly connected to a semiconductor light source both mechanically and 

thermally and the cooling element extending from the light source to a transparent lens and fixed 

in the lens by projecting into or passing the lens with the light source in the area of a focal point 

of a reflector having a center axis. Claims 1 8 to 25 and 27 to 3 1 further limit claim 1 7 and as 

such are also allowed. Claim 26 is allowed because the prior art individually or in combination 

does not teach a cooling element thermally connected to a semiconductor light source emitting 

infrared radiation and the cooling element extending from the light source to a transparent lens 

and projecting into the lens or passing through the lens and sealed from the lens by means of an 

elastic sealing agent with the light source in the area of a focal point of a reflector. Claim 32 is 

allowed because the prior art individually or in combination does not teach a cooling element 

thermally connected to a semiconductor light source emitting infrared radiation and the cooling 

element extending from the light source to a transparent lens and projecting into the lens or 

passing through the lens and the power supply for the light source provided via the cooling 

member with the light source in the area of a focal point of a reflector.
